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I WATEhlSG  THE  STREETS. 

On®  of  the  servicea  which  Bloomfield. 

«  well  appointed  town,  must  secure  for  itself 
is  the  watering  of  the  alreets.  The  soil  in 
this  region  is  of  a  peculiarly  sandy  nature  and 
but  forty -eight  hours  after  a  rain  stortn  ran 
elapse  before  the  road  wars  are  three  or  four 
Inches  deep  in  dost.  At  the  centre  of  th® 
town,  at  times  when  a  large  number  of  vehi¬ 
cle®  are  driving  about,  the  air  is  often  so 
filled  with  the  flyiogjmrticles  that  it  is  as 
difficult  to  see  a  distance  the  width  of  the 
street  a®  though  a  thick  fog  prevailed.  In- 
side-fhe  stores  everything  Is  soon  covered 
wgh  the  settling  dirt.  One  may  dust  off  a 
table  and  within  five  minutes  from  that  time 
-be  able  to  trace  his  name  upon  it.  The 
riatnagj  to  goods  must  be  great.  Dry-goods 
of  fine  quality  soon  lose,  under  these  circum¬ 
stances.  their  freshness  of  color  and  new¬ 
ness  of  appearance.  The  delicate  articles 
exposed  for  sale  iu  drug  stores  are  soon  de¬ 
stroyed  by  the  dust.  Meat  must  become 
more  or  less  Impregnated  with  It  and  no 
butcher  who  wishes  to  give  his  customers  a 
pure  article  can  afford  to  dispense  with  the 
T\te>  GwKrTs  traits  amt  TO 
■cuits  are  quickly  powdered  with  it  and  the 
-consumers  have  the  sat  is  faction  of  knowing 
the*  large  pert  of  their  proverbial  "peck 
of  ulfi  is  made  up  of  Bloomfield  street. dust. 
Merchants  who  will  not  protect  their  goods 
.by  subscribing  to  the  street-sprinkler  are 
-blind  to  iheir  own  interests. 

The  effect  upon  health  must  be  con¬ 
siderable.  No  one  can  move  for  ten  hours 
a  day  in  air  thus  loaded  with  dust,  taking  it 
in  with  every  breath,  and  retain  the  same 
buoyancy  of  spirits  and  elasticity  of  strength 
which  he  might  otherwise  have.  With  the 
atmosphere  pure  the  mind  is  clearer,  the 
spirit >  brighter  and  the  soul  happier.  He 
syho  would  be  the  best  sort  of  a  Christian 
when  he  reaches  home  at  night  should 
-breath®  the  purest  air  obtainable  during  the 
slay. 

To  these  considerations .  must  added  the 
personal  comfort  which  one  enjoys  with 
freedom  from  the  dust.  It  is  a  relief  not  to 
hav®  the  eves  filled  with  dirt,  the  teeth 
gritty  with  sand,  and  everything  that  the 
hand  touches  sticky  with  dust.  Rope®  of 
sand  ar^  spoken  of  contemptuously,  but  they 
hare  the  power,  in  some  cases,  to  bind  the 
fae lings  down  to  coarseness,  dullness  and 
general  unenjoy  ableness. 

During  the  last  two  or  three  weeks  Mr. 
George  Urbason  has  undertaken  the  task 
of  keeping  the  principal  streets  in  town 
sprfhkled.  We  give  Lo  another  column  to¬ 
day  the  names  of  those  who  have  subscrib¬ 
ed  to  this  local  improvement.  It  is  desir- 
sble  that  these  should  be  known,  for  thoee 
who  have  subscribed  have  formed  a  sort 
of  fraternity  in  regard  to  the  project  and 
they  should  know  who  are  giving  their  as¬ 
sistance  in  the  matter,  and  who,  if  there 
be  any  such,  that  are  quietly  contemplating 
-the  enterprise,  complacently  accepting  its 
Benefits  and  lending  not  the  first  helping 
hand  in  iu  fartherance.  All  of  those,  we 
believe,  who  are  on  the  routes  already  served 
hsv®  given  their  subscriptions  and  have 
paid  them  promptly  when  falling  due. 

We  regret  to  stale  that  U  is  doubtful 
whether  Mr.  G reason  will  be  able  to  con¬ 
tinue  with  the  task  he  has  undertaken.  The 
number  of  thoee  who  have  subscribed  and 
the  amounts  which  they  have  contributed 
are  hardly  sufficient  to  warrant  him  in  giv¬ 
ing  his  time  to  this  work.  We  urge  all  of 
those  who  are  not  as  yet  on  his  lisu  to  as¬ 
sist  him  (n  extending  his  operations  and  we 
beg  of  thoee  who  are  already  subscribers  to 
increase  as  far  as  possible  the  amounts  op¬ 
posite  their  names.  A  dollar  a  month  is  not 
sufficient.  W •  cannot  effpect  to  get  t  his  ser¬ 
vice  at  the  same  rates  as  those  living  in  a 
efty.  where  the  houses  are  much  closer  to¬ 
gether  and  where  the  expenses  are  shared  by 
a  much  larger  number.  If  yon  cannot  give 
two  dollars,  as  many  do.  at  least  make  it  a 
dollar  and  a  half.

1SJVS  Y  TO  COMMUXITIKR 
During  the  last  two  or  three  weeks  a  pub¬ 
lic  notice  has  been  inserted  in  TbE  Record 
calling  the  attention  of  those  making  use  of 
s  certain  pipe-sewer  snd  ditch  running 
through  the  jvtmp  lands  below  Manila  Ave¬ 
nue  to  the  fact  that  the  matters  thrown  into 
these  conduits  are  ultimately  carried  to  the 
Passaic  River,  at  a  point  pot  distant  from 
where  the  chi  re  of  Newark  and  Jersey  City 
take  their  water  for  domestic  uses.  This 
notice  is  iasued  by  Dr.  Lott  Socthard, 
President  of  the  committee  appointed  joint¬ 
ly  by  the  Newark  Aqueduct  Board  and  the 
Jersey  City  Boards  of  Finance  and  Public 
Works  to  investigate  the  causes  qf  corrup¬ 
tion  which  have  rendered  the  drinking-wa¬ 
ter  of  the  two  cities  unfitted  for  the  purpose 
require.  The  ndtiee  requeete  that  the  in¬ 
jury  complained  of  sliall  be  discontinued  and 
further  states  that  if  this  is  not  done  legal 
procedures  will  4®  taken  to  effect  the  object 
desired.  The  deinsnd  here  made  is  certain¬ 
ly  a  most  justifiable  one  snd  we  have  little 
doubt  that  our  citizens,  as  soon  as  the  griev¬ 
ance  is  called  to  their  notice,  will  desist  from 
the  practices  which  occasion  it.  Residents 
of  this  town  have  do  desire  to  injure  others 
that  they  may  be  conveuienced  and  steps 
will  no  doubt  he  immediately  taken  to  rem¬ 
edy  the  nuisance  complained  of. 

The  correction  of  this  evil  will  be  a  ben¬ 
efit  to  Bloomfield  as  well  as  to  the  two  pro 
testing  cities.  The  amount  of  water  flowing 
through  the  ditoh  indicated  is  totally  in¬ 
adequate  to  carrying  off  the  refuse  matter 
thrown  into  it  snd  the  stuff  is  thsrefore  ac¬ 
cumulated  and  left  exposed  to  atmospheric 
nfluences.  Miasma  is  thus  generated  and 
the  surrounding  air  cannot  fail  to  be  vitia¬ 
ted  by  it.  It  is  to  sources  like  this  that  the 
pievalence  of  malaria  in  Bloomfield  is  due 
and  not  to  anv  Ineradicable  difficulty. 

The  real  tiath  in  reference  to  troubje  of 
this  kind  is  that  the  supposition  that  the 
same  methods  of  sewerage  can  be  applied  to 
small  st roams  as  to  large  ones  is  erroneous. 
There  is  not  sufficient  force  snd  volume  to 
a  creek  like  Toney's  Brook  to  serve  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  lower  Passaic,  or  the  Hudson  or 
Neqr  York  Bay.  No  better  plan  can  be 
devised  than  the  old-fashioned  way  of  put 
ting  discarded  substances  deep  underground. 
The  earth  is  the  great  purifier  and  with  the 
devitalized  matter  placed  within  it  we  are 
safe  from  its  injurious  effects.  Furthermore, 
this  can  afterwards  he  put  to  use  and  thus 
made  of  value,  which  is  much  better  than 
that  it  should  be  spreading  over  the  land, 
carrying  poison  and  disease  wherever  it  goes. 

The  same  error  is  being  mode  in  Mont¬ 
clair.  The  sewage  and  waste  dyeing-mat¬ 
ter  from  large  mills  there  ie  thrown  into  To¬ 
neys  Brook  and  allowed  to  flow  down 
through  Bloomfield,  exhaling  its  poisonous 
mslaria,  and  finally  to  empty  ioto  the  Pas 
saic  near  the  place  where  the  drinking-water 
of  the  cities  of  Newark  and  Jersey  City  is 
obtained.  The  following  report,  mad  j  by 
Profeasor  Leeds.

PoUU*  Am*lg*t  to  llu  Stau.  o f  Nww 
gives  an  analysis  of  water  taken  from  the  fil¬ 
tering  basin  at  Cramp's  Mill  and  will  be 
found  of  interest  in  this  connection; 

The  sample  of  water  from  the.  filtering  basin  of 
<  rump's  Mills  on  Tony  Crock,  left  for  analysis 
May  33.-d,  is  extremely  Impure  water.  It  contains 
In  100.000  parts:  total  solids,  M  parts;  mineral 
matter,  14.5  parts;  oraanlo  matter.  11.5  parts. 
Oxygen  required  to  oxidise  the  organic  matters. 
3.05  parts:  nitrates,  0  AHJ.  la  other  words  the 
organic  matter  exceeds  by  four  times  that  found 
In  the  Passaic  River.  This  organic  matter  Is  also 
of  a  character  capable  of  undergoing  putrefactive 
decomposition,  as  Is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the 
great  amount  of  row  parts  of  oxygen  Is  required 
to  effect  Its  oxidation.  A  much  larger  filtering 
surface,  as  would  be  obtained  by  allowing  the 
water  to  pass  through  or  over  a  large  amount  of 
earth.  Is  necessary  for  lta  purification.

It  has  been  a  humiliating  thought  to 
Americans  that  our  navy  lias  presented  so 
sorry  a  sight  in  Alexandria  Bay.  It  brings 
into  prominence  Mark  Twain's  witticism 
that  "all  our  country  needs  for  a  first  class 
navy  is  ships;— we  have  plenty  of  water.” 

But  when  a  lone  ship,  whose  commander 
has  given  fierce  warning  to  the  Egyptian 
authorities  that  if  fired  upon  the  compliment 
would  be  returned,  goes  sailing  among  the 
British  fleet,  after  this  has  bombarded  and 
shattered  the  Egyptian  forts,  while  American 
seamen  cheer  each  English  vessel,  we  have 
additional  reason  for  chagrin.  Napoleon 
said  that  "Providence  was  on  the  side  of  the 
army  that  had  the  biggest  guns.”  In  Ad¬ 
miral  Nichoi-son's  case  there  was  manifest¬ 
ly  an  effort  to  be  ranked,  according  to  this 
aayi  tg.  on  the  aide  ef  Providence. 

Bat  the  climax  of  folly  was  reached  when 
a  United  State*  naval  officer  was  reedy  to 
respond  to  tbs  call  of  the  English  admiral 
for  a  company  of  marines  to  ge  ashore  and 
take  pertain  preserving  erder  ia  Alexandria. 
This  was  a  violation  of  one  of  the  mqst  sa¬ 
cred  and  vital  principles  of  our  Government, 
of  non-intervention  in  European  complica¬ 
tions,  to  which  principle  we  profess  to  be  as 
devoted  aa  to  the  position  that  Europe  must 
keep  iu  hands  off  of  America.
